An  Act  to  provide  for  allowances  of  the  Speaker  and 
certain  members  of  the  Punjab  Legislative  Assembly 


It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 


Short  til  te  and 
commencement. 


1.  (7)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Punjab  Legislative 
Assembly  (Allowances  of  Members)  Act,  1942. 


(2)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  the 
1[State]  Government  may,  by  notification,  direct. 

Definitions.  2.  In  this  Act,  unless  there  is  anything  repugnant 

in  the  subject  or  context, — 

(a)  “Assembly”  means  the  2[Punjab]  Legislative 
Assembly ; | 

3[(b)  “Committee”  means  a select  committee  or 
other  committee  of  the  Assembly  and  includes 
a joint  Committee  of  the  Assembly  and  the 
Punjab  Legislative  Council  and  any  committee 
appointed  by  the  State  Government  for  a pur- 
pose connected  with  the  business  of  the  Go- 
vernment ;]  I 

4[(&6)  ‘Deputy  Speaker’  means  the  Deputy  Speaker 
of  the  Assembly ; ] 

(c)  “member”  means  a member  of  the  Assembly 
other  than  a Minister,  or  the  Speaker  5[or  the 
Deputy  Speaker]  ; 


(d)  “meeting”  means  a meeting  of  the  Assembly  or 

of  a committee  thereof  ; 

(e)  “prescribed”  means  prescribed  by  rules  made 

under  this  Act;  and 

( I ) “Speaker”  means  the  Speaker  of  the  Assemb- 
ly.

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x[3.  (/)  Subject  to  the  conditions  herein  contained, 
there  shall  be  paid  to  each  member  a compensatory 
allowance  at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  rupees  per  mensem 
with  effect  from  the  commencement  of  this  Act  or  from 
the  date  on  which  he  takes  his  oath  whichever  is  later 
2[upto  the  31st  March,  1944,3[and  thereafter  at  the  rate  of- 

0)  three  hundred  rupees  per  mensem  with  effect 
from  the  1st  April,  1944,  or  the  date  on  which 
he  takes  his  oath,  whichever  is  later,  upto 
the  12th  March,  1969  ;

Provided  that  a Member  who  does  not  wish  to  draw 
the  compensatory  allowance  at  the  rate  of  five 
hundred  lupees  per  mensem  may  draw  it  at 
the  rate  admissible  immediately  before  the  first 
day  of  April,  1970  ] . 

(2)  If  a member — 

(a)  fails  to  attend  at  least  ninety  per  centum  of 
the  total  number  of  meetings  held  in  any 
month,  or 

(b)  elected  during  the  course  of  a month  fails  to 
attend  at  least  ninety  per  centum  of  the  total 
number  of  meetings  held  in  that  month  sub- 
sequent to  the  date  on  which  he  takes  his  oath, 

he  shall  not  for  that  month  be  paid  any  compensatory 
allowance  other  than  an  allowance  at  the  rate  of  twenty 
rupees  for  every  meeting  actually  attended  by  him  as  such 
member  unless  he  satisfies  the  Secretary  of  the  Assembly

that  he  was  prevented  by  reason  bf  ill-health  or  any  other 
sufficient  cause  from  attending  the  required  number  of 
meetings  : 

Provided  that  no  member  who  draws  the  compensa- 
tory allowance  prescribed  in  this  sub-section  shall  receive 
a sum  greater  than  ninety  per  centum  of  the  amount  that 
would  be  due  to  him  in  any  one  month  under  sub-section 
(7)  had  he  attended  the  requisite  number  of  meeiings. 

(3)  Where,  in  any  month  there  have  been  no  meet- 
ings, the  member  shall  be  paid  the  full  compensatory  al- 
lowance for  such  month. 


( 4 ) Notwithstanding  anything  hereinbefore  contained 
no  compensatory  allowance  shall  be  paid  to  any  member 
in  respect  of  any  period  during  which  he  was  under  legal 
detention  under  any  law  for  the  time  being  in  force.] 


4.  Subject  to  such  conditions  and  limitations  as 
may  be  imposed  by  rules  made  under  this  Act,  there  shall 
be  paid — 


(a)  to  the  x[ Speaker  and  the  Deputy  Speaker] 
such  travelling  and  halting  allowances  as  may 
be  prescribed ; and

(0  such  travelling  allowance  as  may  be  pres- 
cribed ; 

*[(h)  a halting  allowance  at  the  rate  of  thirty-five 
rupees  per  day  for  each  day  of  attendance  at 
a meeting  of  the  Assembly  or  Committee  or 
in  respect  of  journeys  undertaken  under 
the  orders  of  the  Speaker  for  any  other 
business  anywhere  connected  with  his 
duties  as  a member:

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by  him,  and  after  the  place  of  installation  is  so  specified, 
the  charges  for  first  installation  of,  and  security  deposit 
and  annual  rent  for,  such  telephone  shall  be  borne  by  the 
State  Government  and  all  other  expenses,  such  as  those 
relating  to  local  and  outside  calls  shall  be  paid  by  the 
member  : 

Provided  that  the  expenditure  on  local  and  outside 
calls  incurred  by  a member  in  any  month  shall  be  reim- 
bursed by  the  Government  subject  to  a maximum  of  fifty 
rupees.] 

1[4-B.  (7)  Every  member  bhall  be  provided  with— 

(a)  two  free  non-transferable  first  class  passes, 

one  for  himself  and  the  other  for 
Free  transit  by  his  spouse,  if  any,  which  shall 
SEKS  entitle  him  as  well  as  his  spouse, 
takings.  it  any,  to  travel  at  any  time  by 

any  railway  in  India,  provided  the 
aggregate  distance  so  travelled  on  each  pass 
in  any  financial  year  does  not  exceed  eight 
thousand  kilometers  ; and 

(b)  one  free  non-transferable  pass,  which  shall 
entitle  him  to  travel  without  payment  of  fare 
and  passenger  tax  thereon  by  any  public 
service  vehicle  of  the  Punjab  Roadways  or  of 
the  Pepsu  Road  Transport  Corporation. 

(2)  The  free  passes  issued  to  a member  under  sub- 
section (/)  shall  be  valid  for  the  term  of  his  office 
and  on  the  expiration  of  such  term,  these  shall 
be  surrendered  by  him  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Punjab  Legislative  Assembly. 

(S)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as 
disentitling  a member  to  any  travelling  allow- 
ance to  which  he  is  otherwise  entitled  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  the  rules  made 
there  under.  ]

out  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

( 2 ) In  particular  and  without  prejudice  to  the  gene- 
rality of  the  foregoing  power,  the  3 [Speaker]  may  make 
rules  in  respect  of  the  following  matters,  namely  : — 

(a)  any  matter  which  is  required  by  this  Act  to 
be  prescribed  ; 

(b)  the  rates  on  and  circumstances  under  which 
travelling  and  halting  allowances  may  be 
drawn  and  the  circumstances  under  which  such 
allowances  may  be  withheld  ; 

( c ) the  manner  in  which  distances  between  any 
two  places  should  be  calculated  for  the  pur- 
poses of  travelling  allowance  ; 

(d)  the  shortest  available  route  by  which  a journey 
can  be  performed  ; 

( e ) the  form  in  which  claims  may  be  presented,  the 

method  of  scrutiny  of  claims  and  the  autho- 
rities by  and  the  manner  in  which  such  claims 
may  be  certified  and  paid  ; 2[  * * *] 

2[(ee)  provision  for  residential  accommodation  of 
members  mentioned  in  section  4-A;  and] 

if)  any  other  matter  connected  with  or  incidental 
to  matters  aforesaid. 

(3)  Until  such  rules  come  into  force,  all  matters  of 
detail  not  covered  by  this  Act,  shall  be  governed  by  the 
rules  hitherto  in  force  for  the  payment  of  allowances  to 
members,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  . 

6.  If  any  question  arises  as  to  the  interpretation  of 
this  Act  or  of  the  rules  made  thereunder,  the  matter 
shall  be  referred  to  the  3[Speaker]  whose  decision  shall 
be  final.
